Mr. MALLEHT, from the committee of ways 


and means, to whom was referred so much of 
the Governor's message as relates to the fi- 
nancial concerns of the state, and other Mib- 
jects connected with said finances, made the 
following report, which was read, vi/, : 


The committee of ways and means have di- 


rected their attention and deliberations to 
those objects for which the committee has 
been organized, influenced by the various 
resolutions, which have from tirrffe to time, 
been referred to them by the House. 
!t is 


considered to be their d'uty to examine not 
only the ordinary revenue, and the annual 
expenses of government, but also to suggest 
to the House, the means by which funds can be 
raised for the payment of any exiting debts, 
and for increasing the revenue to discharge

The attention ofthe le- 


gislature has been frequently called to the 
subject of education, by petition's from the 
people, and by the urgent recommendations 
of the past and present executive. 
The 


good policy, the importance and necessity 
of providing for a general system of educa- 


culiar localities of our state, divided into dif- 
ferent and distinct sections, each possessing 
the facilities of improvement by canals and 
rail roads, and each iibounding'in the rich 
stores of agricultural and mineral wealth, not 
only inviting, but provoking the aid of art to 
convert them into available sources of individ- 
ual profit and public wealth. 


The s)Stem was not devised as a hazardous 


experiment, for it had already been fully and 
completely tested in the state of New York, 
on a scale sufficiently extensive to demon- 
strate the certainty of results. 
The sound 


ness ofthe calculation could not be resisted, 
if the canals in the state of New-York without 
mineral itores to contribute to their tolls, had 
proved a profitable investment to the state ; 
the Pennsylvania canals, bounded in every di 
rection by exhaustiess mines of mineral 
wealth of every variety, must prove a still 
greater source of profit to this state. This 
fact has since been most strikingly exempli 
fied in the short experience ofthe Schuylkill 
navigation company, extending into and ter- 
minating in the coai region of Schuylkill 
county, being the first and only artificial nav- 
igation in this state on which a fair experi- 
ment has been made. 
The history of the 


progress of this great work of individual en- 
terprize, bears some affinity to that of our 
Pennsylvania canals. 
In its progress, the 


same difficulties attended it as would now ap- 
pear to hang over the improvement of the 
state ; the same delavs in the construction of 
the work were complained of; the same 
doubts of'its utility were suggested ; the same 
fears of ultimate success were spread far and 
uide ; and still greater difficulties were en- 
countered in procuring the necessary funds 
to carry it on.

spirited individuals overcame all obstacles ; 
and that work, which had been so often and 
S" openly denounced as a wild, extravagant 
and useless scheme, has at length become a 
monument of individual enterprize, and a rich

eight millions of dollars in the construction 
ofthe Schuylkill navigation, the Union Canal, 
the Lcliigh works, and the Chesapeake and 
Delaware canal 
Can it then be considered 


as extravagant in the state of Pennsylvania, 
with an assessed taxable property, exceeding 
in value three hundred millions of dollars, to 
encounter an expense of not double the a- 
motint in the construction of her improve- 
ments, extending over and into the remotest 
corners of the whole state—improvements 
which are to unlock the hidden treasures, 
which have so long remained concealed with 
in her barren mountains—improvements 
which are absolutely necessary, to place the 
farmers of this state, on an equal footing with 
the farmers of New York, and of the infant 
state of Ohio—improvements which, when 
completed, cannot fail to give to this stale 
that pre-eminence in wealth and political 
power, to secure which is a duty imposed or, 
those who are delegated by the people, as 
the guardians of their rights and interests. 


The legislation of almost every state in the 


union, is now directed to internal improve- 
ments, and each would appear to be actively 
engaged in the strife of competition to gain 
the vantage ground 
It is calculated 'that 


there arc 3,500 miles of canals and rail-roads, 
already constructed and now constructing in 
the United States, and if no other considera- 
tion pre.sents sufficient inducement, the spirit 
and enterprise with which our neighboring 
states are prosecuting their improvements, 
and extending them into our own territory, 
ought to increase in us the urgency of a vigo- 
rous prosecution of our public works. 
In no 


other state of the union do there exist the 
same inducements tc construct such an ex- 
tensive system of internal improvement, and 
from the accomplishment of which, such ben- 
efits are to be >ierived. 
In no other state of 


the union is to be found adapted to domestic 
and manufacturing purposes, that invaluable

Upon examination it will be 
found that $30,000 of that sum is for sub- 
scriptions authorised to turnpikes,which have 
not been incorporated, and $6000 to bridges 
which are in the same situation, $17,190 52 
appropriated to the improvement ofthe Su«- 
quehanna river, which under existing laws 
cannot be called for, and payment of a con- 
siderable portion ofthe residue probably will 
never be required.

dies, lhat our forefathers were found in 
possession of ihis soil in full sovereign- 
ty, by the first European settlers; and 
as we have never ceded no'r forfeited 
the occupancy of ihe soil and the sove- 
reignty over it, we do solemnly pro- 
test against being forced to leave it. 
either by direct or indirect measures. 
To the land of which we are now in 
possession, we are attached—it is our 
lathers' gift—it contains their ashes—• 
it is Ihe land of our nativity, and the 
land of our intellectual birth. 
We can- 


not consent lo abandon it for another, 
far inferior, and which holds out to us 
no inducements. We 
do moreover 


protest against the arbitrary measures 
of our neighbor, the state of Georgia,
